REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-3, 5, 7-12, 14-30, 32-39 and 41-45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest: 

an acoustic extension and speaker enclosure, wherein said acoustic extension is 
external to the speaker enclosure and wherein the acoustic extension is constructed so 
as to comprise a central stem and a plurality of columns; 

said plurality of columns being concentric with the central stem and being 
mounted to an outer wall and an inner wall of the acoustic extension, in an alternating 
and opposed manner, and defining there-between an airflow passage operatively 
connected to the central stem and to the interior of the speaker enclosure; 

and further wherein the plurality of columns are numerous so as to comprise an 
intermediate column mounted to the inner wall of the extension and having an air gap 
between a free end of the intermediate column and the outer wall.
